NANKING, Nov. 30.—Immediate 
eptance of the League of Na- 
tions proposal to establish a neu- 
zone in Manchuria between 
the Chinese and Japanese forces 
was announced today by the Nan- 
king government. The Chinese 
. commander at Chinchow has been 
directed to convey this informa- 
tion to foreign observers there. 

The league plan, embodied in a 
resolution originally proposed by 
Aristide ian would set up a 
neutral ie between Chinchow 
and M faen “to prevent any col- 
lision, between the troops’’ of Chi- 
ne end Japan. 

The Foreign Office here said 
that, from: the Chinese viewpoint, 
the situgtion at Chinchow now was 
entirely in the hands of observers 
appointed by the several Powers 
and now on the spot. 

This afternoon Marmoru Shige- 
mitsu, the Japanese Minister, went, 
into conference with Dr. Welling- | 
ton Koo, the new Foreign Minis- 
ter of the Nanking govern 
presumably with reference to es- 
tablishment of the neutral zone.

CAN'T TAX HUSBAND 
FOR WIFE'S INCOME 


Supreme Court Rules Wiscon- 
sin Law Permitting That 
Practice Invalid.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—The 
Wisconsin statutes requiring hus- 


and 
wives were declared invalid today 
by the Supreme Court. 

Albert A. Hoeper of Marathon 
County, Wisconsin, challenged the 
constitutionality of the laws. He 
married a widow on Oct. 22, 1927. 
she having an income which she 
continued to enjoy in her own 
right. Hoeper protested against 
having his income tax increased by 
having his wife’s income added to 
his own. 

Under Wisconsin laws, where a 
wife has an independent income, 
the husband is required to include 
her income with his in a joint re- 
turn and is liable for the tax on 
the total amount. 

Justice Holmes delivered a dis- 
senting opinion and he was joined 
by Justices Brandeis ind Stone. 
Justice Roberts in the majority 
opinion reviewed Wisconsin laws to 
show that the wife’s title to income 
was separate from her husband’s 
and that her property was subject 
to her own debts and not those of 
hermhusband. He said the title of 
husband and wife to property was 
clearly separate and distinct under 
Wisconsin laws and the husband 
could not be required to include 
the income of his wife in his tax 
returns. 

Virginia Tax on Chain Store Dis- 
tributing Warehouses Upheld.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—The 


great American depression is re- 
flected with startling vividness in 
a report issued by the Treasury 
today, covering preliminary sta- 
tistics of income for 1930. It show: 
that, whereas Federal income taxes 
were paid in 1929 by 2 per vent 
of the population, they were paid 
in 1930 by only about 1 2-3 per 
cent. 

In other words, the number of 
those having taxable incomes, 
after exemptions, fell from 1 in 
50 of the population to 1 in 60. 

Sharp declines, both in num- 
ber of taxpayers and aggregate et 
income, occurred in all the in- 
come tax brackets from top to 
bottom. At the peak, those with 
annual incomes of $5,000,000 nd 


over dropped from 36 (prelimin- 
ary figures for 1929) to eight. [he 
bracket of those with incomes of 
$1,000,000 and over saw a decrease 
from 504 to 149, while the total 
of those having incomes of $100,- 


000 and more—generally speaking, } 


the millionaire class—decreased 
from 14,701 to 6152. 

At the bottom, the number of 
taxable returns in the $5000-and- 
under class declined from 1,542,- 
097, with a net income of $4.327,- 
000,000,.to 1,236,965, with a net 
income of $3,462,000,000, 


The current report is compiled 
from income tax returns for 1930 
filed up to Aug. 31, 1931. Though 
subject to changes, it is complete 
for all practical purposes. In or- 
der to make accurate comparisons 
between 1929 and 1930, it is «uwec- 
essary to use the preliminary rath- 
er than the final report for 1929. 
and that is what has been done in 
this article. 

The final report for 1929 aiso 
was released by the_ T: 
day. It contains some 
changes from the 1929 preliminary 
figures, such, for example, as the 
addition of two to the number of 
super-millionaires, making the 
total 38 instead of 36. Other de- 
tails of the final report for :929 
will be noticed later. It should 
not be confused with the 193v fig- 
ures which are here under review. 


Picture of Financial Plight. 


The 1930 report gives a clear 
picture of the financial plight to 
which the Government has been re- 
duced by the general depression in 
the country. Individual income-tax 
returns for 1930 numbered 3,376,- 
552, of which 1,946,675 were tax- 
able and 1,429,877, by reasons of 
exemptions, were nontaxable. The 
agezreyate net income reported was 
$17.220,753.620 and the tax liabil- 
ity was $473,689,563. 


As compared with the returns 
for the corresponding period of the 
previous year, the number for 1930 
declined by 574,705, or 14.54 per 
cent. 


The number of taxable returns 
fell from 2,465,385 in 1929 to 1,- 
946.675 in 1930—a decrease of 518,- 
710, or 21 per cent. 


The total net income reported 
showed a decrease of $7,073,856,- 
119, or 29.12 per cent, and the tax 
liability decreased by $517,247.417. 
or 52.2 per cent. This decrease in 
tax liability occurred despite the 
fact that the normal tax rates were 
in effect in 1930, as compared with 
the lower rates temporarily effec- 
tive in 1929. 

The average net income for al) 
returns was $5100 in 1930, as com- 
pared with $6077 in 1929, the 
average tax was $140.29, as vom- 
pared with $245.63, and the aver- 
age tax rate was 2.75 per cent, as 
compared with 4.04 per cent. 

Equally significant are the fig- 
ures On corporation income-tax re- 
turns. The number of such re- 
turns for 1930, filed up to Aug. 
31, 1931. was 498,110, of which 
214,412 showed net income amount- 
ing to $5,627,312,995 and income 
tax of $618,246,431. Compared 
with the returns received during 
the period covered by the preced- 
ing preliminary réport, these fig- 
ures show a decrease in net income 
of $4,663,994,149 and a decrease in 
tax of $428,739.406. ‘The tax rate 
was 12 per cent in 1930, as com- 
pared with 11 per cent in 1929.

WOUNDED ROBBER 
INHOSPITAL UNDER 
GUARD, GETS AMAY 


James J. Woods, Shot 
When Banker Dowling 
Frustrated Holdup, Es- 
capes From Fourth Floor. 


DEPUTY CONSTABLE 
ONLY 10 FEET AWAY 


County Prisoner Cuts Leg 
Strap and Goes Down 
Fire Escape While Screen 
Is Around Bed. 


James J. Woods, wounded bank 
robber, escaped from City Hospital 
early today, while a Deputy Con- 
stable of Central Township, St. 
Louis County, stood guard a few 
feet from his bed. 

He walked or was carried down a 
fire escape from the fourth-floor 
corridor where his bed had been 
placed, after cutting, apparently 
with a safety-razor blades, the leg 
strap that bound him. Pillows laid 


lengthwise in the bed gave the ap- 
pearance of occupancy after he 
had departed and his escape was 
not discovered until a nurse went 
to the corridor room at 5 a. m. to- 
day to take his temperature. 

Woods apparently made his es- 
cape while he was being guarded 
by Deputy Constable Kenneth Gib- 
son of Central Township, one of 
three deputies detailed on eight- 
hour watches because of the fact he 
was a county prisoner. He was 
wounded on Nov. 12. in a pistol 
fight with L. Gregory Dowling, vice 
president and cashier of the Mid- 
land Savings Bank at 6135 Page 
boulevard, which Woods and Ben- 
nie Bethel attempted to hold up. 
Dowling. struck four times by bul- 
lets, shot Woods in the chest, seri- 
ously wounding him, and killed 
Bethel. A third man, waiting out- 
side, escaped-in the robbery’ ame: 
mobile. 

Thought Woods Was in Bed. 

Deputy Constable Gibson went on 
duty at 1:30 o’clock this morning. 
He relieved Deputy Constable Mun- 
son of Bonhomme Township, Gib- 
son told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that when he went e1 duty he 
leoked behind the screen that cut 
off Woods’ bed from the corridor 
2nd saw what he thought to be 
Woods’ form in the bed. 

A half hour be.ore, at 1 o’clock, 
Miss A. Whittier, a nurse, had tak- 
en the wounded robber’s tempera- 
ture and given him some medicine. 
Gibson said when he went on duty 
he did not go up to the bed and 
pull down the covers to determine 
whether Woods was there or not, 
because he did not rvant to disturb 
the prisoner’s sleep. 

Gibson took his seat, as was his 
practice, at the division desk in the 
corridor, about 10 feet from the 
screen at the foot of Woods’ bed. 
At 5 o’clock Miss Anne Horton, a 
nurse, went to the bed to take 
Woods’ temperature and found he 
had escaped. 

Woods had left by a door which 
led to an inside fire escape. The 
coor was directly beside the prison- 
er’s bed, but Gibson told reporters 
he had not known it was there. Hé 
had been on duty on the late night 
watch since Woods was a prisoner, 
he said, in explanation of his fail- 
ure to notice the handy exit. 

Breach in Iron Fence. 

The fire escape leads to a court- 
yard which is surrounded by build- 
ings except on the Grattan street 
side of the hospital, where there is 
an iron fence eight feet high. 
Woods had timed his escape at the 
right time, however. Workmen do- 
ing a repair job in the courtyard 
had left a breach in the fence, so 
it did not have to be scaled. 

Woods, although seriously wound- 
ed by Dowling, had been recover- 
ing rapidly, but he had not left 
his bed since he was taken to the 
hospital. 

Gibson was of the’opinion Woods 
could have made his way down the 
fire escape alone, but expressed the 
opinion that a friend or friends had 
assiste’ him by making their way 
up the fire escape from the outer 
courtyard. 

After the escape had been dis- 
covered Gibson made an investiga- 
tion to determine what time .t had 
occurred. A scrubwomanh told him 
she had heard a noise on the fire 
escape steps about 4 a. m., but 
Gibson, knowing the irs were 
used by scrubwomen and others in 
traffic between floors, was not in- 
clined to believe that it definitely 
fixed the time of Woods’ flight. 


Boy, 16, Kills Girl, 13, and Sclif.

Hit With Piece of Concrete 
Which Assailant Had Hid- 
den Beneath Coat, Wit- 
ness Says. 


A Coroner’s verdict of homicide 
was returned today in the death of 
John Mackler, 81-year-old landlord | 
who was struck on the bead yes- 
terday morning in the hall of a flat 
which he owned at 4333 Cottage 
avenue. 

The verdict named Dan (Candy) 
Kennedy, a Negro. evicted from the 
flat recently, as the sieyer.. Ken- 
nedy is sought by police. 

Dr. John J. Floyd, who shared 
offices with Mackler in the Title 
Guaranty Building and who accom- 


panied him yesterday morning to 
the Cottage avenue flat, testified. 
he saw Mackler disputing with a 
Negro and saw the Negro throw 
a piece of concrete.which struck, 
Mackler behind the ear. The Ne- 
gro then fled, according to Dr. 
Floyd, who said he never had seen 
the assailant before and did not 
know whether he would be able to 
identify him. 
Tells of Quarrel. 


Wilbur Gotier, a Negro tenant, 
told police he saw Mackler and 
Kennedy, whom he knew, in dis- 
pute, and heard Kennedy say: 
“Why don’t you take it into court 
in the right way?” Gotier testi- 
fied that Kennedy had been wait- 
ing a short time when Mackler ar- 
rived at 8:15 o’clock, and had said, 
exhibiting a sheaf of legal papers, 
“I got something I want to take 
up with the old man.” 

Gotier said Kennedy did not pro- 
duce the papers while talking with 
his former landlord. Finally Mack- 
ler said, according to the witness, 
“Why don’t you put them back in 
the cOat where you got them?” 
Then Mackler began to run, Gotier 
said, and shouted to Dr. Floyd, who 
was some distance away, “Floyd, 
have you got your gun?” Kennedy 
threw the piece of concrete, which 
he had been hiding beneath his 
coat, and fled when Mackler fell, 
according to Gotier. 

Macklier’s widow with whom he 
lived at 5846 Lotus avenue, told 
police her husband had been 
threatened by Kennedy after the 
eviction. She said she knew ho 
details of the threat. 

Mackler was widely known to 
Negroes as a “good” landlord, it 
was said at the Coroner’s office, 
and frequently gav2 tenants in poor 
circumstances a month’s free rent 
as a Christmas present. 

In addition to his widow, Mack- 
ler is survived by a son and a 
daughter who reside at Fulton, 
Mo.

After Serving Five Years 
of 15-Year Sentence.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—The 
parole of Roy Tipton, Cuckoo 
gangster, by which he was dis- 
charged from the Federal peniten-

The Parole Board will not con- 
sider possible ‘fevoeation of Tip- 
ton’s “good time” at Leavenworth 
until he has been returned to the 
penitentiary. Revocation would 
mean he would have to serve his 
full term. It is regarded as an un- 
likely step however, since the 
burglary in Missouri was commit- 
ted before his application for pa- 
role at Leavenworth hence was not 
in violation of the clemency order.

Numerous other figures show 
the effect of the price collapse.

Herman 
Alkema, 16, Knol’s companion, said 
Gilday appeared to be drunk and 
that he and his friend tried to help 
the man stand up when Gilday 
pulled out a pistol and shot the 
boy. The police said Gilday was 
intoxicated at the time of his ar- 
rest. Gilday denied being drunk 
and charged that a pint bottle of 
whisky taken from his pocket had 
been “planted” there, 

Although young Knol was not 
out of danger, physicians said he 
had shown considerable improve- 
ment today. 

E. J. Davis, general superinten- 
dent of the Better Government As- 
sociation, of which Gilday was a di- 
rector, came to his defense with a 
statement in which he said Gilday 
had been suffering from heart trou- 
ble recently 2 . that “the probabii- 
itics are that he had a heart attack 
and ~-alked along the street in a 
dazed condition. I do not believe 
that he uses liquor in any form at 
any time.” 

The Rev. Peter Ypma, pastor of 
the mission for which Knol and Al- 
kema were headed last night, said 
the wounded boy was of excellent 
character and attended church reg- 
ularly.

State Seems Able to Handle

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—Confi- 
dence that every community of the 
nation will be prepared to assuage 
suffering among the jobless during 
the coming cold months was ex- 
pressed yesterday by the Presi- 
dent’s Emergency Relief Commit- 
tee. 

Walter S. Gifford, director of the 
committee, in a letter to President 
Hoover made public at the White 
House, reported there now was 
“every indication that each state 
will take care of its own this win- 
ter.” 

Although no final figure was 
available as to the total sum that 
will result from local drives for 
jobless funds throughout the coun- 
try, Gifford said results of the 
campaigns thus far completed had 
been gratifying. His committee 
lent general aid to all the drives. 

“The funds especially earmarked 
for unemployment reltef are some 
50 per cent greater than last year,” 
he said, “evidence that the people 
of the country are keenly aware of 
the need and are determined to 
met it.” 

’ Gifford’s letter to the President 
reported that morethan 2000 local, 
county and state committees al- 
ready were at work in the effort 
to reach “every important point of 
unemployment.” He expressed 
confidence that there would be 
“united forces” to meet the situa- 
tion. 

“I can report,” he said, “that in 
practically all communities requir- 
ing organized effort to meet unem- 
ployment this winter, such organ- 


ization is either completed and 
functioning or is expemes » be in 
the near future. aad 

“As a result, plans are aad 
ed in nearly all states and in prep- 
aration in others to the end that 
all communities with, in some in- 
stances, assistance from the coun- 
ty or state, may meet this winter’s 
expected relief burden.” 


Relief Expenditures Up 5 to 832 
Pct. in Two Years. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 30.—Relief 
expenditures exceeding by from 5 
to 832 per cent the amounts spent 
two years ago were reported yes- 
terday in 53 large cities from a 
survey made by the Russell Sage 
Foundation. 

The survey compared relief ex- 
penditures in 1929 with those of 
1931, the first half of each year 
only being computed. It found 
that Wilmington, Del., with an ex- 
penditure this year 832 per cent 
greater than two years ago, head- 
ed the list while Denver, Colo., 
with an expenditure of 5 per cent 
above 1929, was at the bottom. The 
average city was Cincinnati which 
increased its expenditure 231 per 
cent. 

For the first six months of this 

year New York spent for relief 
$21,000,000, an increase of 375 per 
cent over the same period in 1929; 
Detroit $8,500,000, an increase of 
613 per cent; Chicago, $5,500,000, 
an increase of 319 per cent; Los 
Angeles and Philadelphia each 
more than $4,000,000, an increase 
of 366 and 532 per cent, and Bos- 
ton over $3,900,000, an increase of 
151 per cent. 
During September, usually a 
slack month for relief, $10,822,000 
was spent in 81 cities reporting to 
the foundation. Of this amount, 
77 per cent came from Government 
agencies.

For the saddle roast select a loin 
weighing about six pounds. Wipe 
it with a damp cloth, sprinkle with | 
salt and pepper, and dust with 
flour. Place the roast on a rack 
in an open pan without water in 2 
hot oven. Sear for 30 minutes. 
Reduce the oven temperature to 
moderate heat, and continue the 
cooking in an open pan and with- 
out water until the meat is done. 
The total time required to roast a 
saddle weighing six to seven 
pounds will be from two and one- 
half to three hours. 

Carve the saddle in thin strips 
parallel to the backbone. Or, have 
the cut boned so that it can be 
carved in slices across the grain 
of the meat. Fill the boned saddle 
with stuffing, roll the flank un- 
derneath, sew securely, and roast 
in the same way as the unboned 
saddle. 

Savory Brown Gravy. 

Pour the excess fat from the pan 
drippings. Mix two tablespoons 
of flour with the drippings remain- 
ing in the pan, let brown, grad- 
ually stir in one and one-half to 
two cups of cold water, and cook 
until smooth. Add salt, pepper 
and chopped parsley. 

Stuffing. 

If you are using the boned sad- 
dle, stuff with the following mix- 
ture: One-half loaf of bread 
crumbed, seasoned with salt and 
pepper, add one-fourth cup melt- 
ed butter, one-half teaspoon Wor- 
cestershire sauce, one-half table- 
spoon onion juice. 

Mint Sauce. 

Mint sauce may be used instead 
of the savory gravy if desired, and 
may be made by mixing one-half 
cup water. one-half cup vinegar, 
one and one-half tablespoons 
sugar and one-half teaspoon sait. 
Bring to the boiling point, remove 
from fire and add two tablespoons 
fresh chopped mint leaves. Allow 
sauce to stand three hours before 
serving.

for another meal, try a curried

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—Re- 
sentment of Marine Corps officers 
against discrimination in favor of 
naval officers in the question of 
relative rank was expressed ti day 
by Major-General Ben H. Fuller, 
commandant of the corps. In his 
annual report, Gen. Fuller says: 

“The officers of the Marine 
Corps feel very deeply the discrim- 
ination against them in their rcla- 
tive rank with the officers of cor- 
responding rank of service in the 
navy, and a prompt adjustment of 
this condition is most urgently 
aeeded.” 

Less than a week ago Brigadier- 
General Smedley D. Butler charged 
in a@ magazine article that the par- 
tiality shown by “swivel chair Ad- 
mirals’” in Washington, naval 
academy graduates, had prevented 
his appointment as commandant 
and prompted his retirement from 
the corps. 

For economy, said Gen. Fuller, 
enlistments were curtailed, with a 
net loss of 586 men for the fiscal 
year, cutting the corps to 17,579 
men. Since the end of the fiscal 
year, further reductions to 16,008 
have been made. 

The commandant praised the 
work of the Marines, particularly 
in Nicarauga, during the Managua. 
earthquake last March. Eleven 
officers and enlisted men were 
killed and four died of wounds re- 
ceived in action in Nicaragua cur- 
ing the year. Complete withdrawal 
of Marines from that country in 
1932-has been decided upon by ‘the 
United States. 

The Marines also are serving in 
China and in ‘Haiti. The Fourth 
Brigade of 63 officers and i145 
men is at Shanghai “as a con- 
tinued measure of protection of 
American lives and interests 
against the hazards incident to the 
disturbed political conditions and 
the resultant strife still existing in 
that unfortunate country.” 

In Haiti the First Brigade, vith 
39 officers and 625 eS 


exclusive of 118 serving withi the 
local guards was reported nfain- 
tained “‘in a state of preparedness 
to meet any situation likely to 
arise.”’ 

Fuller reiterated the need for a 
thoroughly trained and efficient 
reserve force as the “initial step 
toward preparedness in the event 
of a major national emergency.” 
For this, he said, the peace-time 
strength of the Marine Corps was 
inadequate.

Head of Reichsbank Explains 
Foreign Exchange Loss Despite 
Germany’s Efforts at Control 


Dr. Luther Says Run by Creditors Continues, 
Though in Reduced Degree—Points 
to'Heavy Payments on Debts. 


Dr. Hans Luther, 


Associated Press to outline Ger- 
many’s position regarding the 
forthcoming examination of its 
financial condition, particularly 
with regard to capacity to pay 
reparations, by an advisory com- 
mittee of the bank for interna- 
tional settlements.

BERLIN, Nov. 30.—The Reichs- 


bank’s sale of.gold and foreign 
bills during recent weeks has. at- 
tracted unusual attention, both in 
Germany and abroad. 

The opinion is widespread that 
Germany, under the standstill 
agreement and in view of her ac- 
tive trade balance, ought even to 
be able to replenish her surply of 
gold and foreign exchange. 

However. this so-called  stand- 
still agreement contains so many 
exceptions and gaps that the un- 
favorable development of gold and 
foreign exchange reserves of the 
Reichsbank is in the largest meas- 
ure explained by it. 

Payments of $236,000,000. 

Figures published some time ago 
by the Reichsbank show that re- 
rayments of credits exercise a de- 
termining influence upon the for- 
eign exchange balance. These _ re- 
payments have amounted from 
July 31—the day when the stand- 
still agreement became effective— 
until the middle of November to 
more than one billion reichsmarks 
(about $236,000,000). 

Of the Reichsbank sale of: for- 
from 
Sept. 1 to Nov. 13, totaling 1,920,- 
000,000 reichsmarks in round fig- 
ures (about $453,000,000), only 
900,000,000 were needed for trade 
it. commodities, while 1,020,000,000 
went into the movement of capital. 
Of these 1,020,000,000 reichsmarks, 
720,000,000 constitute repayment 
of credit. 

Without these repayments of 
credit, the Reichsbank would have 
been able to show, instead of a loss 
of foreign exchange amounting to 
510,000,000 reichsmarks, an _  in- 
crease of 210,000,000. This demon- 
strates clearly that Germany at 
present is going beyond her 
strength in her endeavor to do the 
utmost to fulfill her obligations in 
the way of debts and especially the 
Obligations assumed in the stand- 
still agreement. 
Germany's good will alone can- 
not solve the problem. 
As these figures hitherto for the 
most part have been unknown to 
the public, the false assumption 
has been made in some quarters 
that the unsatisfactory position of 
Germany’s supply of foreign ex- 
change is essentially influenced by 
a flight of capital and failure to 
surrender foreign exchange. 
Working of Exchange. 
In opposing this view, I do not 
desire to place decisive weight 
upon the fact that Government- 
controlled economy measures can 
never be 100 per cent successful.

Almost Complete Seizure. 


Germany's excess of exports dur- 
ing the earlier months was, how- 
ever, considerably lower—for in- 
Stance, 230,000,000 marks in July 
as compared with 380,000,000 
marks in October. On the other 
hand, the Government’s demani 
for surrender of foreign exchange 


already within the country—essen- 


tially a non-recurrent demand— 
had produced, it may be assumed, 
its yield during August. 


If under these circumstances 
about 510,000,000 marks in foreign 
exchange, according to estimates 
of the Reichsbank, have been de- 
livered from the beginning of Sep- 
tember until the middle of Novem- 
ber from the excess of exports over 
imports, then this shows that Ger- 
many has come quite close to real- 
izing its aims of complete seizure 
of foreign exchange. 

Nevertheless, the Reich’s govern- 
ment, at the request of the Reichs- 
bank, recently put added teeth into 
the decree governing foreign ex- 
change, inasmuch as the Reich's 
government and the Reichsbank 
want to do everything possible on 
their part to maintain Germany's 
position with reference to foreign 
exchange. 

That is not, however, where the 
solution of the problem is to be 
found. It is reflected, rather, in 
very high repayments of credit 
which are the cause of continuous 
losses of foreign exchange and in 
the general political development 
and the world’s economic situation 
which still—although now only to 
a limited extent—permits the run 
by creditors upon Germany that 
Started at the beginning of last 
June to continue. 

To find a solution that will prove 
a real help should be the more 
easily possible since Germany since 
last autumn has already repaid to 
foreign countries almost 5,000,000,- 
000 marks, or considerably more 
than $1,000,000,000.

New Developments in This 
Field to Be Discussed Be- 
fore Radiological Society 
of North America. 


SPEAKER DESCRIBES 
STOMACH CAMERA 


Device Lowered in Esopha- 

‘gus Discloses Condition 

of Tissues and Aids Diag- 
nosis of Ailment. 


Meeting in St. Louis this \,eek 
are about 1000 men of science from 
many states and several countries 
who are devoting themselves to the 
search for health and happiness in 
the shadows—the shadows cast on 
sensitive photographic film by the 
strange light of X-rays. 

The occasion is the seventeenth 
annual convention of the Radio- 
logical Society of North America 
which opened at Hotel Jefferson 
this morning and will continue 
through Friday. 

The study of these shadows is 
to be described by about 200 ex- 
perts who have learned to 1ecog- 
nize the meaning of their slight 
variations. Living flesh, they have 
found, produces characteristic 
shadows which vary in density ac- 
cording to its nature and condition. 
Radiologists have found in them 
indications of the sources of dis- 
ease and methods of treatment. 

Latest Devices Installed. 

Developments in the use of ra- 
dium, and powerful X-ray tubes 
which are being substituted for it 
because of the scarcity of real va- 
dium, are to be discussed. An ex- 
hibit of the latest technical de- 
vices emplowed by. the profession 
has been installed on the mezza- 
nine of the hotel. 

Dr. P. E. Thal, Chicago, speak- 
ing at the opening’ session, de- 
scribed the use of small cameras 
which can be lowered _§ into the 
stomach and used in connection 
with the X-ray to take pictures 
which show the exact location of 
stomach lesiong, ulcers and other 
disorders of that organ. 

The instrument, perfected several 
years ago in Vienna, consists of 
two cameras, one above, the other 
below, an electric light. The whole 
assembly can be passed into the 
stomach with ease, and manipulat- 
ed, with the aid of the X-ray, to 
take the best possible’ interior 
views. Each camera has four film 
chambers so that 
are made simultaneously. 

X-Ray and Appendicitis. 

The practice of employing X-ray 
in diagnosis of acute appendicitis 
was urged by Dr. Joseph C. Bell, 
Louisville, Ky., instructor in 
Roenthenology at the University of 
Louisville. 

“Particularly in obscure cases 
the X-ray is often the deciding fac- 
tor leading to correct giagnosis,” 
Dr. Bell said. “Because there has 
been a variety of methods of diag- 
nosis by X-ray in the past in cases 
of appendicitis many surgeons are 
cautious of such findings.” This 
difficulty, he said, has been elim- 
inated by development of a stan- 
dard type X-ray examination which 
is almost always certain of results. 
An X-ray tube which enables 
the taking of a snapshot in one 
thousandth of a second, far faster 
than any taken before, is exhibited 
for the first time at the conven- 
tion. The tube, developed in the 
Westinghouse laboratories, is about 
the size of a man’s head, but its 
distinctive feature is the presence 
of three electrodes, rather than two. 
The extra one serves to dam up 
the flow of electricity and enable

MOVIES SHOW FEEDING 
UF LIVING CANCER CELLS 


On Exhibition Here Before 
Radiological Society of 
North America. 


The world's strangest and newest 
jobs, feeding meals to living hu- 
man cancer cells which are raised 
in glass tubes, are on exhibition be- 
fore the Radiological Society of 


North America today at Hotel Jef- 
ferson. 

The cancer cell chefs are three 
New Yorkers, two men and a wom- 
an. They are shown in a scientific 
movie film of the latest things in 
cancer study at Crocker Cancer 

tesearch Institute of Columbia 
University and at Johns Hopkins 
University. The film is exhibited 
to the X-ray convention by the 
Chemical Foundation, Inc. 

Perfection of this artificial grow- 
ing of human cancer cells is a de- 
velopment of the past few months. 
Yet already the “impersonal” but 
living bits of real cancer have 
yielded to their caretakers consid- 
erable practical information. 

Raising these malignant cells is 
more ticklish than an incubator 
baby. Regardless of their destruc- 
tive powers when organized in 
man, they are delicate things. A 
single invisible mold or bacterium 
floating through the air into their 
glass homes while they are being 
fed ruins the whole works. 

Kept in a Tunnel. 

So at Columbia University they 
are kept in a specially constructed 
tunnel, lighted by xlass windows. 
{It is big enough to hold a table, on 
which the cancer cells live in glass 
receptacles of various shapes. The 
carctakers sit outside, thrusting 
their arms and heads inside the 
tunnel through special openings. 

The workers’ hands and _ faces 
are sterilized, their bodies encased 
in sterilized uniforms. They may 
not even speak while their heads 
are inside the tunnel. 

These precautions are not to pro- 
tect the caretakers so much as to 
safeguard the cells against contam- 
ination. Even the air is washed 
before’ entering the tunnel by be- 
ing forced through a damp felt 
cloth. 

The cells come originally from 
cancer removed from patients by 
operation. There are all varieties. 
They are placed in a mixture made 
of the clear portion of cattles’ blood 
and certain salts and then sealed 
airtight. But they have to be fed 
regularly every 48 hours. 

Requires Expert Work. 
This feeding, as well as the 


other housekeeping duties, requires 
expert work. The feeding is done 
by sterilizing a slender glass tube, 
a pipette, in an alcohol flame, and 
filling it with the cancer cell food, 
a substance called “plasma.” The 
sealed doors of the glass cancer 
houses are opened momentarily to 
inject a little of the plasma into 
the queer homestead. 


So long as they are fed regularly 
these human cells live indefinitely. 
Experiments have not gone on long 
enough to say whether a colony of 
them might ultimately perish of 
old age, but that is unlikely, as 
they have the power of reproduc- 
tion. The film shows them doing 
this by “dividing,” each living cell 
transforming itself into two cells. 
Sometimes this birth process  re- 
quires only a few minutes. Each 
living cell has power to move from 
place to place with a swimming 
sort of motion. 

Killed in Various Ways. 

They are killed in various ways 
to learn how best to destroy can- 
cer. Some are so sensitive to X- 
rays and radium that a small dose 
of radiation kills them, although 
it would not injure healthy flesh. 
This kind of cancer can be treated 
by X-rays and radium. Other types 
of cells resist the radiation, show- 
ing that X-rays and radium would 
fail to cure. 

These human cells die under ra- 
diation in precisely the same man- 
ner as animal cancer cells, a proof 
that the extensive experiments by 
scientists with animal cancers has 
possible value in discovering human 
remedies. 

Some of the living human. cells 
die easily under heat, others not 
so easily. 

Along with these malignant cells, 
healthy human flesh cells also are 
raised artificially. And although 
the healthy and the cancer cells 
can be seen side by side, both liv- 
ing, Dr. Francis Carter Wood, head 
of the Crocker Institute, ‘old the 
radiologists that “the difference 
between them remains as profound 
a secret as ever.”

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A CHANGED PHILIPPINE PROBLEM. 

When the Philippine Legislature recently tabled a 
resolution declaring for immediate independence, the 
vote marked a significant change in the attitude of 
the dominant Nationalist party. It was accompanied 
by a statement of Manuel Quezon, president of the 
Senate and leader of the independence movement, that 
the party had changed its platform from immediate 
to ultimate independence. He suggested that 10 years 
would be needed to prepare for independence. 

This was a sudden and astonishing change of view 
on the part of the political leaders of the islands. It 
followed quickly the departure of Senator Hawes, for 
whose benefit there had been a great and enthusiastic 
parade and demonstration in favor of immediate in- 
dependence. Two causes were ascribed for the 
change. One was the economic depression, which had 
made the leaders hesitate to step out into a cold and 
marketless world to seek a market for Philippine 
products when the gate to the free market of the 
United States had been closed. The other was the’ 
demand of agricultural and other interests in the 
United States for Philippine independence in order 
that the products of the islands might be shut out. 
The political leaders realized that it was to the in- 
terest of certain groups in the United States, and not 
for the welfare of the Philippines, to have immediate 
independence granted. The fact that their demand 
for immediate independence had strong backing from 
selfish interests in America frightened them. 

The truth is, the same unanswerable economic argu- 
ment had overcome the enthusiastic political slogan. 
The economic side of the question had been intensi- 
fied by the depression, which would have been deadly 
to the Philippines had not conditions been relieved to 
a large extent by free trade with the United States. 
Governor-General Davis had urged that economic con- 
siderations were paramount; that it was necessary to 
attain economic stability before they could hope to 
maintain a stable independent government. He pre 
sented the facts to them, and finally they realized the 
force of the facts. With no markets open to the prod- 
ucts of the islands, the means of living would be re 
duced to a minimum, and governmental revenues 
would be wholly inadequate. In short, the population 
of the islands would be brought to a wretched state. 
In the face of these arguments, the Filipinos came to 
their senses. 

One of the questions expected to be decided at the 
approaching session of Congress was that of granting 
independence to the Philippines. The change in the 
situation brings Congress face to face with a graver 


sponse to an insistent demand of the Filipinos. The 
responsibility, when Filipino leaders were insisting 
on independence, could be shifted to them. Now the 
responsibility will rest directly upon the United 
States. If we would grant independence in response 
to the demand of selfish interests in the United 
States, with the certainty that the Philippines are not 
ready for it and could not maintain a stable govern- 
ment without our open market, the responsibility for 
the consequences would fall upon us. The condition 
embodied in our promise of independence was that 
the islands maintain a stable government. If they 
cannot maintain a stable government, all our great 
experiment in founding a republic there and starting, 
at great cost and effort, the Filipinos on the road to 
independence, would fall to the ground. We would be 
in the position of a nation which, with unparalleled 
magnanimity, started to build a free republic for a 
people thrust upon us by the accident of war, and 
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‘dom of speech for the individual and for the press 
bas been established. Apparently the Bill of Rights’ 
provision against abridging freedom of speech is not 
sufficient to make radio free. Congress should not 
delay action in clarifying the subject in such man- 
ner as to end the evasions and buck-passing which 
now bind radio in the coils of unofficial censorship. 

THE FARM BOARD AND ELEMENTARY ECONOMICS. 

The Federal Farm Board has finally consented to 
break the bad news. Oct. 31, according to Chair- 
man Stone, it had lost $177,000,000 on its wheat and 
cotton stabilization. activities. Altogether it had 
bought 329,641,052 bushels of wheat at an average 
price of 82 cents a bushel. Of this, it still held 189,- 
656,187 bushels Oct. 31. Storage charges and losses 
on wheat sold brought the average price of these hoid- 
ings up to $1.17 a bushel. With wheat at 63% cents, 
the loss on this commodity amounted to $102,000,000. 
Today, with wheat even lower, the paper loss is ac- 
cordingly increased. Cotton tells the same story. The 
board bought 1,319,809 bales. Oct. 31 it still held 
1,310,789 beles. The investment in this crop was 
$120,000,000; the holdings were worth $45,000,000; 
the loss was $75,000,000. 

During the past few months, the board has thus 
taken a fifth of a billion dollars out of the taxpayers’ 
pockets and handed it to the farmers. And this has 
been done by an administration which had earlier 
announced that “no Government agency should en- 
gage in buying and selling and price fixing, for such 
a course can lead only to bureaucracy and domin- 
ion.” The board is clearly aware that its operations 
cannot be of permanent benefit to agriculture, since 
it now states in its annual report that “prices cannot 
be kept artificially high over long periods by such 
methods. The experience of the past two years shows 
it is futile to engage in stabilization purchases for any 
product over a period of years, in the face of a con- 
stantly accumulating surplus of that product.” 

The fact that this is not precisely a recent discov- 
ery is shown by the statement in the report which 
the board issued a year ago to the effect that further 
declines in prices could not be prevented by “merely 
taking more wheat off the market and holding it.” 
Apparently, the board wanted to prove that it was 
right, for it returned promptly to the market and 
made even more extensive purchases. We suppose 
that everybody is now willing to admit that the dem- 
onstration is complete. It will not be necessary to 
sink another $200,000,000 to prove that point. In- 
deed, the board’s members might have saved us the 
first $200,000,000 if they had troubled themselves to 
read any freshman textbook in elementary economics.

A TEST FOR RADIO CENSORSHIP. 

In connection with the article on radio censorship 
reprinted on this page, it is encouraging to know that 
a test is soon to be made of the evasions whereby 
freedom of speech on the air is throttled. The Na- 
tional Council of Freedom from Censorship has stud- 
ied the subject, and will urge on Congress an amend- 
ment to the Radio Act to clarify the matter. One 
of the specific instances the council cites is that of 
Dr. Antonio Barcelo, former president of the Porto 
Rican Senate, who sought to buy time and broadcast 
@ speech Nov. 2 on insular independence, over sta- 
tion WMCA. Permission was refused, with the state- 
ment that the address “was violating the principle of 
the Federal Radio Commission.” When the matter 
was referred to the commission, its secretary replied 
that the body had no power of censorship over pro 
grams. This, the council says, is merely one of “num. 
erous cases wherein responsibility for censorship has 
been evaded both by the station and the commission.” 

Censorship exists, despite disclaimers from -+2]] 
sides. Only last week, M. H. Aylesworth, president of 
the National Broadcasting Co., said there is “abso- 
lutely no blacklist or censor or compilation of taboos 
used by N. B. C.,” though the company “does rec- 
ognize a responsibility to select balanced programs 
which will not bore, insult or outrage the listening 
public.” Yet the instances of censorship on both ra- 
dio chains are numerous. / 
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LINDBERGH ON FORTIFIED AREAS. 

The harassments suffered by flyers Pangborn and 
Herndon because they flew over fortified areas in 
Japan caused Col. Lindbergh to use the greatest dis- 
cretion on his recent trip to that country. He had a 
Government official fly with him while there, to guide 
him away from those jealously guarded zones. De- 
spite this exhibition of tact, Lindbergh did not hesi- 
tate to speak his mind on the ruling. The quotation 
reaches this country for the first time, so far as 
we are aware, in a special edition of the Japan Ad- 
vertiser, devoted to an extensive account and elabo- 
rate pictures of the flyer’s visit to Japan. He classed 
the prohibitions imposed by the United States, En- 
gland, Italy, France and Japan as “antique rules,” and 
continued: “I have flown, according to my calcula- 
tions, 354,000 miles, and I may be ignorant, but I 
can't think of one thing that I could do to gain any 
knowledge while flying over a fortified area.” 

The newspaper comments favorably on Russia's 
method of dealing with this matter. The foreign fly- 
er receives a map which shows no fortified areas, 
and is permitted to fly wherever he pleases. He does 
so without knowing whether or not he is passing over 
fortified zones. The article adds that Col. Lindbergh 
said all the nations would be forced to change their 
regulations on the subject very soon. With this we

ADIO censorship, practiced by all com- 
mercial broadcasters, is roverned 
throughout by the caprice of the broad- 
caster, who is limited only by the provisions 
of the Federal Radio Act of 1927. This act, 
whereby the Federal Radio Commission 
came into being, gave to the commissipn li- 
censing rights over all commercial radio sta- 
tions. The licensing authority entailed, 
however, “no power of censorship or the 
power to interfere with free speech.” It im- 
posed but two obligations on the broadcast- 
er. The first was that “no person may utter 
any obscene, indecent or profane language 
by means of radio communication,” and the 
second that “whenever a licensee permits a 
candidate for public office to use a broad- 
casting station, he must afford other candi- 
dates for that office equal opportunities. 
The candidates’ communications may not be 
censored by the licensee.” 4 
This last means little, and has frequently 
been ignored with easy grace by the broad- 
casters. The joker lies in the “obscene, in- 
decent or profane language” provision, 
which can be interpreted to suit the whim 
of each station. 
Even when no appeal is made to the ob- 


jectionable language clause, a broadcaster — 


ean easily find means to keep an obnoxious 
political candidate off the air. The candi- 
date may be told that the station has sold 
all of its best time and has nothing left 
save some useless early morning hour. Or 
he may be put off with a device clearly in 
violation of the commission’s policy, as hap- 
pened to B. Fishback, a candidate for the 
office of State’s Attorney in Orlando, Fila. 
Mr. Fishback applied to the Orlando Broad- 
easting Co. to buy time and speak over its 
station. His appeal was granted and the 
time determined was paid for by him. But 
soon thereafter he was informed that he 
must first submit his speech to the com- 
pany’s attorney for approval. This qualifi- 
eation Mr. Fishback refused, and brought 
suit. The case is still pending. 
* s . 


Socialists, pacificists, Communists, labor- 
ites, and such, are almost always denied the 
use of the air on one pretext or another. 
They can rarely buy time from an important 
station, and are usually too poor to purchase 
it when the privilege is extended to them. 

Plenty of other fields provide rich mate- 
rial for radio censorship. Prohibition, of 
cours2, furnishes by far the most excitement 
and fun among the semi-political and consé- 
quently dangerous topics. WHEC, Roch- 
ester, N. Y., refused to allow anti-prohibi- 
tion speeches in several instances, using 
each time the excuse that to permit the 
broadcasting of such matter was to jeopard- 
ize the station’s Federal license. Among 
speakers who found themselves barred were 
ex-Senator James W. Wadsworth and Mrs. 
Charies H. Sabin. Mrs. Sabin complained, 
“This looks very much like the beginning of 
the end of free speech in this country.” 

It looked like hedging, however, to the 
Federal Radio Commission, which, when 
asked in September, 1930, whether a station 
might be endangering its license by allow- 
ing speakers to treat of controversial mat- 
ters, replied that the commission does not 
threaten licenses because of speeches deal- 
ing with prohibition or any political topic. 


This plainly puts the responsibility for the | 


| 


censorship of disputed subjects entirely on 
the broadcasting station. Nevertheless, the 
broadcasters still continued to use the 

“afraid we'll lose our license” excuse when 

they wished to avoid the issue—almost any 
issue. There are many such cases on record.

In Royal Oak, Mich., Father Charles E. 
Coughlin spreads the dogma of Mother 
Church over the Columbia network through 
WJIR in Detroit. Father Coughlin’s ser- 
mons attained such p@pularity that he was 
forced to employ a staff of secretaries to 
care for his fan mail. Emboldened by this 
warm encouragement, he soon began to mix 
a little anti-Socialism into his addresses. 
Norman Thomas asked permission to an- 
swer the priest's attack over WJR, but was 
censored when he attempted direct reply, 
and accordingly decided not to speak at all. 

However, censorship worked two ways 
here, and with a fine flair for justice. When 
.Father Coughlin began to advance upon 
economics of a mere immediately significant 
character and was found to be interested in 
unemployment, he was promptly silenced. 
Rather, the Columbia people “merely asked 
him to moderate his expressions to avoid 
objections.” Norman Thomas gallantly pro- 
tested this gagging of his opponent in a let- 
ter to the Federal Radio Commission. The 
commission replied by reading Mr. Thomas 
(who always seems to lose, no matter what 
he does) a trenchant lecture on the devo- 
tion to public interest shown by WJR in 
“preventing speakers from indulging in per- 
sonalities over that station.” 

There are a great many cases of censor- 
ship in almost every field of controversy, 
and in fields where most people can see no 
controversy whatsoever. More like them 
continue. to happen almost daily. Yet, de- 
spite all, we are soothingly ussured by NBC 
and Columbia that “no ban by the radio 
broadcasting companies on controversial 
matters exists in New York City and on the 
part of the great national chains.” 

It will thus be seen that radio censorship 
in the United States is both an amusing and 
a melancholy affair, as one may choose to 
look at it. Stupidity, timidity, hypocrisy, 
superstition, greed, bribery, evasion, rancer, 
follies of many kinda, the usual economic 
despotism, the usual antic idiocies and in- 
consistencies abound here, as in other im- 
pertant departments of the national life. 
What is to be done abeut it? That is not 
an easy question to answer. 

In the first place, we must accept several 
salient and ineluctable facts. One of these 
is that a system of completely government- 
controlled broadcasting, such as obtains in 
Engwud and Russia, cannot now be estab- 
lished tin the United States unless by eco- 
nomic revolution. The power interests are 
toe firmly entrenched to be pulled loose in 
any other way; there is too much capital 
tied up in the radio business. A govern- 
ment-controlied radio system, whether or 
not hypothetically desirable, is highly im- 
practicable, almost impossibie. 

Another fact is that no solution of the 
present situation can be leoked for from the 
broadcasters. Those worthies are in radio 
for what they can get out of it, despite their 
sonorous and mellifiuent disclaimers. They 
have found the goose that lays the golden 
eggs—a true goose, the American public. 


The Latest Lincoln Forgery 


From the Chicago Daily News. 
Asst was LINCOLN during the year 


1853 was living the quiet life of a pri- 

vate citizen and practicing attorney in 
Springfield, Nl. He was in retirement from 
active political life. The Whig party, with 
which he had been identified, was fading off 
the political map. In this period of Lin- 
coln’s life, he considered himself something 
of a political washout. 

It was in this year of 1853, however, that 
a letter which has just come to light in Italy 
is supposed to have been written. The writer 
who forged Lincoln's name to that letter 
was not up.on Sangamon County politics 
and Lincoln’s life. He would have picked 
some other year had he been cognizant of 
his onions. 

The fabricated letter pictures Lincoln en- 
visioning a day when Rome would oecome 
the capital of a United States of Europe. In 
trying to imitate Lincoln's style of expres- 
sion, the fabricator has him declare the 
leading Italian city to be “that most glorieus 
Rome which gave civilization to al! the ter- 
restrial glove, which has discovered us, cre- 
ated, redeemed, educated and nourished us 
morally with her indestructible laws.” The 
five verbs here employed are three or four 
more than Lincoln would have used.

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THIS MONTH WARMEST 
NOVEMBER ON RECORD 


Mean Temperature in St. Louis 
55.2 Degrees — Rainfall 1.82 
Inches Above Normal. 


The month ending today was the 
warmest November on record in Bt. 
Louis. A mean temperature of 
55.2 degrees was 9.8 degrees above 
the normal mean of 45.4 and was 
.8 degree above the previous high 
mean record in 1909. 


A’ high temperature of 82 de- 
grees on the eighth equaled the 
month’s previous high record es- 
tablished on Nov. 13, 1879. The 
first 24 days of the month were 
warmer than normal, with the low 
of the month, 30 degrees, reached 
on the twenty-fifth. 

Total precipitation of 4.65 inches 
exceeded the normal rainfall for 
November by 1.82 inches. This 
continued a trend toward excessive 
precipitation, which began in June, 
and which has brought the total 
for the first 11 months of this year 
to 34.11 inches, or only 1.12 inches 
below normal. A snowfall of one 
inch on-the twenty-sixth was about 
normal for the month’s total. 

The stage of the Mississippi 
River today was 22 feet, the high- 
est since June, 1929, with indica- 
tions of a further rise of about six 
inches. The normal average stage 
for November is 7.9 feet. 

There were 11 clear days during 
the month, 12 cloudy and seven 
partly cloudy.

“Pagan Lady,” while the same as 
that of “Rain,” is ..azier. At any 
rate, “Pagan Lady,” as “Rain,” 
breathes hellfire at organized re- 
ligion (as sometimes practiced) 
and its ministers, and the audience 
—last night’s audience, at any rate 
—liked the idea.

The 
average population per family in

The total number of 
families returned in 1930 repre- 
sents an increase of 5,628,470, or 
23.1 per cent, as compared with the 
24,351,676 families reported in 1920. 

The term “family,” as used in 
this preliminary count, signifies a 
group of persons, whether related 
by blood or not, who live together 
as one household, usually sharing 
the same table. One person living 
alone is counted as a family, and at 
the other extreme, all the inmates 
of an institution, or all the persons 
living in a boarding house are or- 
dinarily counted as one family. The 
detailed tabulation of the family 
statistics will deal primarily with 
private families, excluding institu- 
tions and other large unrelated 
groups. 

North Carolina Leads. 

Among the states, the average 
population per family was largest, 
4.9, in North Carolina, while South 
Carolina was second with 4.7. The 
smallest population per family was 
3.5, in California and Nevada. The 
greatest decreases in population per 
family were from 4.6 to 4.2 in both 
Oklahoma and Texas, and from 4.5 
to 3.9 in the District of Columbia. 

New York, Pennsylvania and IIli- 
nois each reported more than a 
million families having radio sets, 
but New Jersey led in the percent- 
age of families having radio scts, 
with 63.3 per cent, and New York 
was second with 57.8 per cent. On 
the other hand, only 5.4 per cent 
of the families in Mississippi and 
only 7.6 per cent of the families in 
South Carolina had radio sets.

So the illegal 
business of selling liquor could not 
have grown so enormous, without 
an enormous number of patrons 
whose demand for liquor makes 
them willing to support this illegal 
business. 

“Criminals are now business men, 
with crime efficiently organized to 
do business with its patrons. The 
patrons, however, are drawn from 
the field of legitimate business. 
Every ‘racket’ takes toll of some 
legitimate business and could not 
be successful unless, either through 
fear or greed, iegitimate business 
yielded its co-operation.

BOARD CHAIRMAN DIES, 


Henry Walters, Pioneer in Rail- 
road Industry, Succumbs in 
New York at 82.

NEW YORK, Nov. 30.—Henry 
Walters, chairman of the board of 
the Atlantic Coast Line, died here 
today. He was 83 years old. His 
home was in Baltimore and he 
was one of the pioneer figures in 
the railroad industry. Death, it 
was said, followed a brief iliness. 
He had been in New York on busi- 
ness. , : 

Walters began his railroad serve 
ice in the engineering corps of the 
Valley Railroad in Virginia. After 
a brief period with this road he 
joined the Pittsburg & Connells- 
ville Railroad. Then he went to 
work for the Atlantic Coast |.ine 

He became general manager of 
the line and expanded the systei 
by merging it with the Plant sys- 
tem of Florida and by purchasing 
control of the Louisville & Nash- 
ville system. 

During the World War, he 
served on the staff of the United 
States Director General of Ralil- 
roads as a representative of the 
railroad interests. 

Walters was noted as an exten- 


sive art collector and as a yachts- . 


man. He was a member of ‘he 
syndicate organized to build the 
American Cup defender. 

Walters died at 4 a. m. in his 
New York residence, in East Sixty- 
first street, where he lived during 
his frequent stays in this city. 

Walters is survived by his widow, 
Mrs. Sarah Wharton Jones Walters. 
They had no children.
